(b) Garments, made-ups and hosiery—Rs. 10 per 1000 units, subject to a minimum 

of Rs. 10. 

(c) Yarn and Sewing Thread—-Rs. 2 per 100 kgs. subject to a minimum of Rs. 2.

The Licensing Commiltee shall be empowered to frame rules and regulations from time 
to time, inter-alia providing for the conditions to be complied with by an applicant before 
he would be entitled to quotas, It shall also have the right to withhold or cancel quotas 
and reject applications for quotas without assigning any reasons.
